That a people's determina-| 
thon Is not to be overcome, 
by mass slaughter, deporta- 
tlons, the harnasments of 
seeret police, the imposition 
of martind Jaw by a puppet 
regime, and the threat of! 
atarvation, This is the!

hbelng made ty learn and it is 
one that cannot fail to have 
ils repercussions around the 
world. 

Some of those repercussions 
have already become visible, 
one being the crials produced 
throughout the world Com- 
munist movement, This may 
appear to be a poor return 
for the sufferings which the 
people of Hungary are 
enduring in thelr struggle 
against Soviet domination, 
yet it is a not inglgnificant 
development. 

N several countries outside;

The revolt in the Italian Com- 
munist Party, the near 
disintegration of the Reds 
re ae organisation inj 
Switzerland, and the whole-4 
sale resignations of Danish 
party members are addition- 
al signs of a solid revolt, 
against further subservience 
to Moscow and ita dictates. « 

Among Communist and fellow- 
trnveliing writers and in- 
lellectuals the gravest dls- 
turbance is discernible. In 
France, for example, three 
eminent Communist writers 
have signed « declaration 
against Soviet intervention 
in Hungary, while another 
has condemned it ‘totally 
‘and without reservation.” 
T Is, indeed, on the fellow- 
travelling fringes of the 
Party and in tbe front or- 
ganisationn which the Com- 
munists uscd to extend 
thelr influence that 
Hungarian massacre has 
wrought the most havoc. It 
has led to the resignation

It will be nun at 
first jointly the Stockholm 
Electricity joard and == the 
Swedish Atomic Energy Com- 
pany, and later by the Electri- 
clty Board alone. 


In the same year, a similar 
ark plant ig oxpecied to be 
7 eat to homes and 
ontees a Vaesterans, 1 manu- 
facturl: town about 100 klio- 
metres (60 miles) noth-west of 
Stockh 


Natural Uranium 


Both these plants will usc 
natural uranfum with a heavy 
water moderator. 


These and other detalls ure 
disclosed in a report on future 
plans @od financial requirements 
issued by the Atomic Encrgy 
Company, in which the state 
und private industry hold cqual 
shares, 


After 1960, the pre- 
dicts, Sweden will starung 
up a new atomic heating stallion 
every year, To carry out the 


Revesrasy Tesearch and experi: 
ments, Sweden has just ordered 


& powerful testing reactor from 
the United States to supplement 
her existing reactors. 


This new apparatus, a 30,000 
kHowatt auclear - research and 
materials testing reactor, will be 
built in Sweden under an ugree- 
ment made between the Swedish 
Atomic | Energy Company and 
the ACF Industries Incorporu- 
ted of the United Stutes. The 
American firm will supply the 
main equipment but the 
fuxillary equipment will be 
built in Sweden by Swedish 
firms acti as sub-contractors 
to the A Industries In- 
porated, 


Sweden is odso obtaining 
uranlum from the United States. 
A recently concluded agreement 
fixes the amount at about 26% 
lbs. Nevertheless, her long 
term atomic cnergy programme 
aims at making her Independ- 
ent of foreign aid. 


She hopes to achieve this be- 
cause she has in her own shale 
deposits all the uranium == she 
requires. 


The snag hus been that Its 
low uranium content has made 
extraction of the ore from the 
shale unduly expensive, Atomic 
Energy Ltd, after intensive re- 
search have, however, managed’ 
to make extraction economic by 
methods which are belng kept 
secret for the present. 


Supplemented 


These methods have been 


Ol Company 
mines shale for the sake of its 
oil content. It so happens that 
the off layers are generally 
deeper in ground than the 
richest uranium deposits. Thus, 
the Shale Oil Company is able 
to supply Atomic Energy Ltd 
with mined shale for a moderate 
fee, since it has to get through 
the uranium layers to reach the 
oll layers. 

Moreover, Atomic Energy Ltd 
run their concentration plant 
alongskio the Shale Oil Com- 
pony plant. Surplus heat from 
he O Company {ts used for tha 
concentrate plant, which pro- 
duces a concentrate with o uran.

‘he Irish Ambassador, Mr 
Fiederick Boland, made tho 
ptopusal during the General 
Assembly debate today on 
Ihuvgary, te urged that the 
UN cimphasise the isolatlon of 
the Hungarian regime and the 
Soviet Unien and sald that if 
Hungary could not be expelled 
“we cun at least refuse to listen 
lo them,” 

The US representative, Mr 
Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr, told 
Uniled Press: “Ambassador 
Roland's idea la perfectly right.
